only twenty-three under treatment and 
when these have been 
discharged ms 
cured it will be finally closed. 
Although 
the* 
bacteriologists 
who 
have been at work at the emergency 
hospital still refuse to talk, 
it is be" 
lieved there is little doubt they have 
failed to make a complete success of 
their hunt for the yellow fever germ. 
Preparations have practically been 
completed 
for the president's 
visit, 
which is to take the form of a jubila­ 
tion over the success of tho fight of 
the fever.

Ail American who was recently a 
guest of Andrew Carnegie at Ski!*) 
castle sends to th** New York World 
from Scotland an account of his visit 
to the ste**l king, from which the fol­ 
lowing, a conversation at lim break­ 
fast table, Is an excerpt: 
The subject of education came up. A 
lea rned 
Dutch 
baron 
declared 
that 
many people are overeducated. 
“Yes," remarked Mr. Carnegie. “Lorn 
Reay here, who speaks live languages, 
knows too much.” 
In reply to a question the philosopher 
of N k ib o la u n ch ed out th is way: 
“One of the aberrations of The age 
la the sacrifice of time to ancient clas­ 
sics on the part of young men prepar­ 
ing for a business career. A man with 
a university education Is a man lost 
to commerce. 
A young man who be­ 
gins business at eighteen is very much 
better off than tie who spends til ret* 
or four years in a university studying 
old ruffians wtio lived 2,OOO years ago. 
Studying skirmishes among savages in 
the classics is no preparation for a man 
going into the Iron, steel or coal busi­ 
ness. 
Greek and Latin are no mon* 
use than Choctaw, except to the few. 
Why should English sailors have to 
learn tin* language of Virgil, Horace 
ami Cicero? 
English otliccrs study 
classics. What’s the result? They have 
foolish courage. 
Instead of saving 
themselves they allow themselves to 
be shot and say they arc dying for 
their country. 
I prefer an officer who 
would make an intelligent run when 
necessary and then come back and live 
for his country.” 
“Do you condemn university educa­ 
tion for all?” 
“By no means. 
I ain speaking of the 
uselessness of university education for 
th** young man who has to make his 
way iii life. 
The man who is born to 
wealth can do as ti** pleases, 
ll** has 
no interest for me. 
He rarely amounts 
to anything anyway. 
Those preparing 
for professional pursuit should go to 
th** university by all means.” 
“Do you make any exception?” 
“Yes; clergymen. 
“Cuiversity education Injures them. 
It leads them to higher criticism. They 
begin to pick flaws in th** Bible. 
The 
moment they begin that they are done 
for; they are no good for religion They 
lead to intellectual and religious an­ 
archy.” 
The Curnegles were entertaining a 
house party. 
In addition to the learned 
Lord Reay, tlx* Dutch huron, who wrote 
books, and some eminent Slavs who 
had come to present an address, tho 
guests were an accomplished arch­ 
deacon of th** church of England, a 
genial New York physician and ids sun­ 
ny wife, a bright American girl, who 
kept tin* ball rolling, and Mrs. Carne­ 
gie's sister, who plays billiards scien­ 
tifically and boats the men at tho 
game. 
A remark by Mr. Carnegie about 
looking to the masses of tho people to 
cure social ills led to a conversation 
upon democracy. 
“Ar** you still as devout a believer in 
the people as when you wrote ‘Trium­ 
phant Democracy,’ Mr. Carnegie?” I 
queried. 
“Yes.” 
bt* 
replied. 
“Years 
have 
made nu* lev** that teaching more and 
more, 
lf demo* racy does not succeed, 
then there is no hope for humanity. 
The cia -es have failed; now democ­ 
racy is getting a show. 
I have no fear 
for democracy 
in 
America. 
When 
things begin to g > seriously wrong 
there Hie people set them right with a 
sudden Jerk. 
“What is the greatest American in­ 
stitution?” I asked. 
“The public school house.” 
“What, makes America so great?” 
“Equality and th** fact that its foun­ 
dation was laid by a colonizing race.” 
“Does your republicanism diminish 
by absence?” 
“No. 
it increases. 
I ani more re­ 
publican than lf I had been horn In 
America, for I realize hotter th** mean­ 
ing of the word republic. 
Tin* great 
thing is ti* be a citizen and not a sub­ 
ject.” 
From this the conversation drifted to 
temperance. 
Turning to one of ii is 
guests who had th** stuff of a social re­ 
former in him, Mr Carnegie said: 
"I have tin* best temperance lecture 
In Scotland. 
I give* an Increase of IO 
per cent In their wages to all my men 
who come to me at tin* end of tin* year 
and tell me they have been total ab­ 
stainers. 
it works Ilk** a charm. They 
ar** all temperate; all have money In 
th** tmnk. 
My young chauffeur might 
retire tomorrow, and tin* interest on 
his money would bring In $000 a year.” 
“Ii** they c o t pretend to be abstain­ 
ers whim they are mu?” I asked. 
“No. 
A Scotchman will not iii* to 
you. 
He knows Ids Bible and his 
Burns. 
It may be the Bible, but I 
think it is th** Influence of the national 
poet, who taught them that ‘a man is 
a man for a’ that.’ ”

Fishermen of Gloucester W ill Start for 
Newfoundland. 
Gloucester, 
Mass., Oct. 
IS.—Local 
feeling over the Newfoundland herring 
fisheries, which has bt*en quite intense 
since 
the arrival 
last week 
of the 
cruiser Fiona 
at the Bay of 
Islands, 
was much relieved Tuesday night by 
a telegram from Benjamin A. Smith, 
who, with Congressman Augustus ll. 
Gardner, has been in Washington for 
two days conferring with the state de­ 
partment. 
The telegram stated that 
American registered vessels have the 
right to fish 
on the treaty 
coast of 
Newfoundland, provided 
the owner, 
master and mate are Americans. 
The 
herring fleet, the greater part of whi h 
has been held in the harbor pending 
the settlement of what was believed to 
be a very delicate question, will leave 
in a day or two for the west coast of 
Newfoundland, principally for the Pay 
of Islands and Bonne bay, where It is 
understood the fish have already ap­ 
peared.

18.—Fortification 
of the terminals of the Panam a canal 
is one of th*' subjects to be considered 
by Secretary Taft when he m a k e s his 
visit to the Isthmus and for this pur­ 
pose lie will he accompanied by mem­ 
ber? af the first committee of the Taft 
fortifications board. 
All the members 
of this committee will not accompany 
the secretary, and unless definite or­ 
ders are issued it. Is probable that Gen­ 
eral Story, Captain Sperry and Major 
Goethals will be the members who will 
iro to Panama. 
Fortification of the 
canal was for­ 
bidden 
by the first 
Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty but this treaty was amended so 
much by the senate that Great Britain 
rejected it. 
The canal treaty that was 
finally adopted and is now in force and 
which superceded the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, makes no mention of fortifica­ 
tions but does allow the United States 
to use such military force as may be 
necessary 
to police and 
protect the 
canal. 
As nothing is said regarding 
fortifications this government assum es 
the right to erect such works as will 
adequately protect the canal.
